The 
noddy Is very much like a dove—ex- 
cept for Us webbed feet—in size, in 
form. In the softness of Us piusuage, 
tbe expression of its large dark eyes 
and Its gentle, confiding ways. There 
is no wild affright as tbe stranger ap- 
proaches. Just a shadow of foar is evi- 
dent, but the birds sit quietly on their 
nests, hoping and trusting, and do not 
tly unless approached almost within 
arm's reach. Then they fiit gently 
away, alighting upon a neighboring 
bush until the Intruder bns withdrawn, 
when they return directly to their 
charge. It seemed remarkable to find 
birds so perfectly tame.—Outing.
